July 31.-~The funeral of 
the late chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, 
head of the orthordox Hebrews of the 
United States which was held here 
W tduet'^ f, was the occasion of one 
of 
thfi moat 
remarkable demonstra­ 
tions ever witnessed in this clt.y and 
led to a collision between the masses 
of Jewish mourners, employes of R. 
Hoe 
& 
Co., and 
the 
police. 
The 
i streets were parked with thousands 
of Hebrews, the stores were general­ 
ly closed and every point of vantage 
along the route taken by the funeral 
procession. 
After the services at the 
house where the remains had laid in 
state three days the body was taken 
to each of the six synagogues on the 
east side, where brief services were I 
held. 
\\ hen the procession was passing; 
the printing press factory of R. lim* i 
& Co., on Grand street on Its way to 
the cemetery in Brooklyn, the em-: 
ployes of the factory emptied pails 
of water from the windows of an up-1 
per floor on the spectators massed I 
upon the sidewalk. 
Pail after pail, it I 
Was said, was emptied on the throng, I 
which 
shouted aud 
struggled 
and 
Stampeded in vain to escape. 
Then 
over all sand soaked in water came 
t down 
from above 
and even 
tools, 
scraps of steel, bolts and a dead cat. 
The angry populace, most of whom 
w*ere Hebrews, retaliated by throw­ 
ing back into the factory w indows tho 
missiles that fell on them.

gathered up stones and sticks, and I 
in a few minutes there was scarcely 1 
a whole pane o f glass on the Grand 
street side of the factory. Then vomo 
one in the factory turned on host- and I 
played it indiscriminately all ov’.er! 
th# funeral procession.

RIOT AT A FUNERAL. 


right* In Street* of New Ymk In Whish 
Mmy Femme Wars Xejared. 
New York, July 31.—The funeral of 
the late chief Rabbi Jacob Joseph, 
head of the orthordox Hebrews of the 
United States which was held here 
W■JdnefTay, was the occasion of one 
remarkable demonstra­ 
tes 
of 
th a m o a t 
titans ever witnessed in this cit.y and 
led to a collision between the masses 
of Jew ish m ourners, employes of It. 
Hoe 
& 
Co., and 
the 
police. 
The 
streets w ere packed with thousands 
of Hebrew’s, the stores were general­ 
ly closed and every point of vantage 
along the route taken by the funeral 
procession. 
A fter the services at the 
house where the rem ains had laid in 
state three days the body was taken 
to each of the six synagogues on the 
east side, where brief services were 
held. 
W hen the procession was passing 
the printing press factory of R. Hoe 
& Co., on Grand street on its w’ay to 
I the cem etery in Brooklyn, the em­ 
ployes of the factory em ptied pails 
of w ater from the windows of an up­ 
per floor on the spectators massed 
upon the sidewalk. 
Pail after pail, it 
was said, was emptied on the throng, 
which 
shouted and 
struggled 
and 
stam peded in vain to escape. 
Then 
over all sand soaked in w ater came 
down 
from above 
and even 
tools, 
scraps of steel, bolts and a dead cat. 
The angry populace, nu..,: of whom 
were Hebrews, retaliated by throw ­ 
ing back into the factory windows tLo 
missiles that fell on them. 
They also 
gathered up stones and sticks, and 
in a few m inutes there was scarcely 
a whole pane ot glass on the Grand 
street side of the factory, Then collie
